To  His  Worship  The  Mayor,  Alderman,  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  Borough  and  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year 
1940. 

This  report  represents  the  first  complete  year’s  work  under  war 
conditions. 

The  Emergency  Casualty  Service  which  has  been  built  up  and 
stabilised  since  the  outbreak  of  war,  now  forms  a  considerable  part  of 
the  routine  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  details  of  the 
work  are  given  on  pages  10  and  11. 

The  death  rate  is  14.6  as  compared  with  12.1  in  1939.  More  than 
36%  of  the  deaths  recorded  were  those  of  people  over  65  years  of  age. 

The  birth  rate  was  13.5  as  compared  with  14.6  in  the  previous 
year. 

The  year  was  marked  for  its  high  incidence  of  Measles,  there 
being  594  cases  notified.  The  large  number  is  attributable  to  the  fact 
that  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  made  notifiable  at  the  end  of 
1939. 

The  Chief  Clerk,  Mr.  Tomlinson,  resigned  in  November  to  take 
up  duties  with  another  Authority.  No  new  appointment  will  be  made 
until  after  the  war.  The  temporary  services  of  a  female  clerk  in  the 
department  have  been  engaged.  Nurse  M.  B.  Mills,  Health  Visitor, 
obtained  a  post  elsewhere  and  resigned  in  November. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  the  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  excellent  work  during  the  year,  and 
to  express  my  appreciation  of  their  co-operation. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
various  Committees  for  their  confidence  and  support.

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year 
1940  was  902,  as  compared  with  214  in  1939.  This  was  due  to  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough  being  made  notifiable,  there  being  594  cases  of 
Measles  notified  during  the  year.  A  statistical  summary  of  cases  noti¬ 
fied  appears  in  Table  XV. 

Notifications  of  diphtheria  fell  from  66  to  54,  while  scarlet  fever 
increased  from  62  to  138. 

Tables  XVI  to  XVIII  give  particulars  of  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tions  and  of  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  present  my  report  on  the  Cleansing  work  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  1940. 

No  new  vehicles  have  been  purchased  during  the  past  twelve 
months. 

Although  some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  through  the  regular 
men  being  called  to  the  Forces,  I  have  been  able  to  maintain  a  weekly 
collection  of  refuse. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  “  Controlled  Tipping,”  the  Nelson 
Fold  site  being  the  one  used.  The  price  per  ton  is  l/7d. 

Salvage.  It  will  be  seen  from  Table  No.  XXV  how  much  has 
been  achieved  under  this  heading.  As  the  Corporation  do  not  possess 
any  special  salvage  plant  the  results  are  quite  satisfactory,  £1,329.4.10. 
being  the  amount  received  from  the  sale  of  the  various  articles.  Milk 
Bottles. — It  is  remarkable  that  in  these  enlightened  days  258  dozen 
milk  bottles  were  salvaged  from  ashbins  and  possibly  at  the  very  least 
twice  this  number  will  have  been  broken  and  irrecoverable.  These 
bottles  cost  the  Dairyman  at  least  5d.  each  (I  receive  slightly  over  a  Id- 
each),  but  apart  from  this  pecuniary  loss  the  practice  of  throwing 
milk  bottles  into  the  ashbin  is  to  be  deplored  from  a  hygienic  view¬ 
point.  I  have  an  arrangement  whereby  these  bottles  are  sold  to  a  firm 
who  guarantee  their  sterilization  before  redistribution  to  the  Trade. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  all  the  men  of  the  outdoor  staff  engaged  on 
Cleansing  work  for  their  assistance  during  the  year.
